Where Are the Wholesale Grocers 
the Merchants and Manufacturers 
and the Exchange Transportation 
OCommittee?—The Time for Action 
Has Arrived—The Springfield Oase 
and What Can Be Done With It. 


The Posr-Dmraron has several times advised the 
merchants of St. Louis to take some decisive action 
in the matter of rates to Springfleld, Mo. On 
Thursday a representative of this paper, while in 
Jefferson City, had a short conversation with a 


Springfield merchant, who acknowledged 
frankly that rates from the East to 
Springfield were not made up of the, 


sum of the rates New York to St. Louis and St. | 
Louis to Springfield. Rates from St. Louis were 
too high, he said, or he would doa good business 
with this city, as most of his purchases are in less 
than carload lots, and he could, of course, get them 
in quicker time from this city. The Railroad Com- 
missioners have promised that if the merchants of 
St. Louis will prove to them that rates from St. 
Louis to Springfield on shipmeats from the 
East are less than the rate St. TLouis 
to Springfield on St. Louis goods they wilt order the 
‘Frigco's rates reduced. 
GEN. HARDING 

on Thursday defined the position of the Board 
thus: It is our duty to protect the citizen of 
Missouri against any discrimination by the : rail- 
roads against bim and in favor of another citizen of 
this State or any other. The railroads have no 
right to place the Springfield merchant 
who buys in St. Louis, at a 
disadvantage as compared with the 


} Springfield merchant who buys his goods in New 
Vork. Gen. Harding stated that if the merchants 


of St. Louis, or any of them, would lodge a 
complaint with the Commissioners they would 
investigate the matter, themselves examining the 
books of the Frisco Road, and if they thought the 
complaint well founded they would order the rate 
reduced. This, therefore, involves no cost 
or expenditure. All that the Transportation 
Committee or the Merchants and Manufacturers 
Association or the Association of Wholesale Grocers 
have to do is to notify the Commissioners that they 
believe such a state of things to exist, and the Com- 
missioners’ duty is then to investigate the matter. 
As there is no doubt that such a state of affairs 
does exist, why will not one of these protective 
organizations take some action in the 
matter? All the Commissioners ask” is 
that written complaint be made tothem. They 
cannot act on hearsay. Merchants should remem- 
ber that the reduction of rates to Springfleld means 
the reduction of ratesto every intermediate local 
point. The Post-Dispatcu has done ali the prelim- 
inary work; has shown the evil and the remedy. 
It has obtained from the Railroad Commissioners a 
defivition of their position and a promise that they 
will act the minute they have in their handsa 
formal complaint. It is the duty of the 
merchants for whose sake the Post-Dispatcn has 
gone into this matter to see that it is carried to a 
finish. The way Springfield is hurting St. Louis

greatly in November. The reasons against the | 
postponement are that the Liberals are natureily 
unwilling to defer their return to office. Jaauary, 
for physical reasons, is a detestable month to hold 
elections and is intensely unpopular with the candi- 
dates, because they have already spent nearly 
all the money the law permits. The dilemma in 
January would be that further expense is both 
necessary and forbidden.

THE BRIGHTS OF LABOR. | 
There need be no apprehension of any serious 
compligation between the Chinese Government 
and ours on account of the massacre of Chinese 
minets by u mob of white miners in Wyoming 
Terrifory. ‘Whe the Chinese Minister at 
Washington lays the matter before our Govern- 
ment, he will be told again, as he wan told in 
the Denver case, that the United States Gov- 
ernmest is not reeponsibie for the acts of mobs; 
that he must look tothe local courts for the 
punishment of the murderers and to the 
municipal. authorities for reparation of the 
property losses sustained by individuals. 

Colorado was a State, but the same rule ap- 
plies toamob outrage committed in a Terri- 
tory under the direct control of the National 
Governtient. In sending soldiers to 
protect the Chinese from further outrage and 
to aid the local authorities to enforce the laws, 
the United States Government is doing for the 
Chinese all ¢hat it can do for our own 
citizens when simflarly situated, and no 
further obligation is imposed on it, either by 
treaty or by the law of nations. 

The most deplarable consequence of this 
horrible Wyoming outrage is the stain it has 
put upon Gur civilization and our people. It 
wil] be used with telling effect by those who 
claim that the opposition to Chinese immigra- 
tion is animated by an inhuman spirit and sus- 
tained by foes to the rights of labor and by 
thugs more brutal and less civilized than the 
heathen Chinese themselves. 

The importation of quasi-slave labor under 
contract is an evil against which the wage- 
workers of this country have the right to con- 
tend at the ballot-box, and which they have 
the power to prevent by processes perfectly 
fair and humana. To go further and demand 
that American wage-earners shall be protected 
from the competitive irruptions of mere so- 
journers who come of their own accord, like 
great swarms of locusts, only to cut down 
wages, fill their pouches and carry a part of 
our wealth away to China or some other far 
country, would be justified by the great law 
of self-preser vation. 


But, having the power to protect themselves 
to this extent by lawful and peaceful methods, 
the laborers of the United States should be the 
last of our citizens to tolerate any interference 
with the right of any man, who is lawfully 
here, to work for his living and to enjoy his 
earnings in peace and safety. Todeprive a poor 
man Of thet right is to deny him the right to 
jive, and those who do so are no better than 
these who murder him outright to put him out 
of his misery. The glorious mission of our Gov- 
erament and of ita founders was to make this 
land a gte asylum for every laborer who vol- 
untarily seeks here a home for himself and the 
blessings of self-government for his posterity. 
There is still room here for all comers of that 
kind, byt not for mere sojourning bands of 
alien labor, and certainly not for those who 
come here ignorant of the rights of man to 
antagonize the spirit of our institutions and to 
disgrace our civilization by striking murder- 
ous blows at the most sacred rights of labor.

out of'sight, and allows us to fly into a better dress,

pew-comers’ boat is Say what you will 
of the picturesqueness of a camp, unless it is care- 
fully kept there can be no uglier spot. It is ail very 
well to say poetic things about the camp-fire, 
its ruddy glow and its blue smoke curing 
upward into the bluer vault of ~heav- 
en, and to talk about the glad free 
life in the woods and the: picturesque scenes it 
— — affords. If it were all camp-flre and 
ood weather picturesaueness might have a chance. 
ut wet weather takes all of the freedom and most 
of the gladness out of life in the open air. and as 
for the picturesqueness of a camp, the actual fact 
is that nothing uglifies a naturally beautiful spot 
as camping on it 

Sardine boxes and tomato cans and condensed 
milk tins will persist in — up conspicuous and 

rmanent positions in the foreground; the labels 

rom them will get washed off ih the first rain, and 
in company with other vagrant -pieces of paper 
and of the dying wild flowers that some one laid 
down yeste and forgot to pick up. and of an 
ex or two anda reprehensible potato skin 

make themselves obnoxiously visible for days 

at a time before the wind or ene of the guides 
sweeps them away. There is always something 
a flannel hunting shirt or a pair of biankets or 
boots— ng out to dry, and generally in the 
very is visible from every point of view. 
Thus it is that, instead of guns and fishing-rods 
and game-bags being the first things one sees, it is 
invariably the necessary but unbeautiful frying- 
pan, the 4 coffee-pot or the very wrong side 
of a deer hide. 

Added to this,the bushes are soon trampled down, 
giving to the vicinity a bedraggied look, and the 
trees near by are seenped for firewood, until all 
around the camp is a litter of raw chips and an 
array of wratched stumps, each one the headstone 
of a tree that is gone. It is different with the lake. 
Nothing that slovenly human beings can do can 
change it. We cannot take aWay or change one of 
its twenty humors or complexions. It is our pantry 
and storeroom, and, as I have said, our only boule- 
vard and business street, as well as our laundry and 
bathroom. Out of it we get our fish and venison— 
when we paddle for deer; in it we wash ourselves 
and our Clothes, our pots and pans, our ketties and 
boots. If such a thing as a wedding were to occur 
here, I am sure it would take place on the water; 
the minister in one boat, the bride and groom in 
another and the attendant friends and relatives 
would paddle about offering congratulations and 
fishing at the same time. Likewise if there was a 
funeral; but there never is. There is not even a 
graveyard about here. Not that they bury people 
in the lake, but simply that people do not die. Ihe 
only death on record -I tell the tale as ‘twas told to 
me some years ago, and the body was 
buried on the farm owned by Ned Buntline. Gen- 
erally a person’s usefulness to the race ends with 
his death. but this case is an exception. The only 
worms for line bait to be found in all this region 
are gotten from that one spot. To me the story is 
horrible, but it was told me in perfectly good faith, 
and the statement was made as a simple matter of 
course by the people here. 

To go back to the lake; Inever look up but 
there is some one standing at the dock paddling 
in the water under one pretense or avother— 

washing a boat or some 
potatoes, or, when all 
other excuses fail, wash- 
ing himself. The dock, 
you must bear in mind, 
is not as civilized an 
affair as it sounds. It 
consists of one plank 
running from the cb 
out to à log driven down 
endwise a few feet from 
shore. It is innocent of 
.. nalis or any fastenings, 
and as the plank is much 
wider than the end of 
the log mostof us have

I must tell you more of our lake; it is my pet and 
is always beautiful. I will acknowledge having 
seen it on sulien days when the water was the 
attempted black of very inferior ink,but while I have 
been looking a stream of sunlight would rush down 
from between two clouds and the strip of water it 
tell upon would fairly burst out leugbing, like a 

giving way to good temper in spite 
of ite efforts to keep angry. TT cannot always find 
resemblances for this cgpricious water. I 
have seen its waves come in so smooth and heavy 
and round-topped that it seemed as if they were 
waves of molasses, and when it is perfectly still it 
looks like nothing so much as a sheet of new tin. 
When a sudden light breeze comes skipping around 
the corner of the hill, it crinkles up the water just 
e hb to make it strongly resembie crape, and if 
the vind comes up a little more and the sun should 
be shining in a clear sky, it stops looking like crape 
and takes to itself the likeness of a blue and gold 
brocade as I stand watching it from the dock.

everything is backward, like reading type or watch- 
ing something being done in the loo 1 The 
difficulty by your having to sit ward. 
Of course this turns everything wrong side before 
and upside down. When you want the boat to go 
to tne * you must pull on the left oar, and vice 
versa. hen the boat is going foward you are 
going backward, and if you want to back the boat 
you do it by going frontways yourself. 

There isa system gf philosophy that begins by 
taking it for granted Anal a thing can be, and not 
be, at the same time. As we see by the above 
examples, this does not include rowing, in which 3 
thing is and isn't with perfect simultaneousness. 
You go forward by going backward, ani you ar- 
rive at a place by starting —— away from it. 

Eventually, I evough rowing to be abie to 
think backwards, and so get out of scrapes before I 
get inte them. A new accomplishment now pre 
sents itself to be mastered, and that is to learn how 
to start my own boat from the beach instead of 
being ignominaiously pushed out or * obliged to 
put one foot in the boat and sbove off with the 
other. Doing it guidefashion is a different matter, 
and was for a week an unaitain- 
able ambition. is to put one 
hand on each the a 
littie back of the bow and run the boat into the 
water as far as you can send it forward, still retain- 
ing your hold. This is comparatively easy. but 
now for the art! Just as the boat is at a’rms length 
and body's length, too, you must give a jump from 
the beach and land on the bow- —exactly 
upon the middle, or over you go into the water. 
But if you jump square, and far enough, and not 
too far, you have ouly another little jump to take 
between your own arms, and there you are in your 
boat. Sometimes you are not there, though. The 
first four or five times I the boat 
snot out without me, and 1  anded, 
full length, face down, in the water. 
Crawling out under such circumstances has as 
much ignominy as wetness about it. 
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AFTER I AM IN! OB THEN! 

Another difficult thing to learn is fly-fishing, and 
the discouraging part of it is that it is quite as diff—i- 
cult to do it after itis learned as before. Before 1 
knew so much I used to think that fishing meant 
tying a line, more or less long, to a pole, putting on 
a hook, a sinker and some bait and then waiting. I 
had done all that. I have sat on a bank and had 
the sun glance into my eyes from the ripples, and 
have watched a float bobbie up and down on the 
water until one more momen of it would have 
made me permanently cross eyed. and I have con- 
sidered that this sitting on a bank with a stick in 
one's hand waiting to be disappointed was fishinz. 
Now it seems that it was not. In the first.pl to 
fish properly. you must spend a great deal of 
money ona jointed rod, wita yards of silk line— 
which looks less like silk than like a violin strin 
well greased—and a reel of the multiplying clic 
variety (which kind of reel seems to me to first 
cousin tc a Waterbury watch, for it keeps just as 
good time and does not take much more 
winding up) and some flies, which are noth- 
ing im the world but a hook in a bunch 
of feathers. In addition to these you must bave 
some “leaders,” and a tackle box, and a minnow 
pail, and a fly hook, and a landing net, aad a creel, 
and a bait box, and—that is all, un you have 
some money left, when you may be sure you will 
find some other absolutely necessary articles to 
spend it on. In the next piace, you must wai: until 
the right weather comes, and no two people seem 
to be agreed on what kind thatis; they can only 
tell you what the wrong kind of weathér is. When 
it is windy the fish will not bite; when it. is calm 
they are not hungry; cold weather sends them be- 
low to keep warm, and warm weather sends them 
down to keep cool. They are a erse lot, but 
whether they intend biting or not of very little 
consequence to you the first few. times you go ouc fly- 
fishing. You aiways find that you have your hands 
full enough without catching any fish. It took 
three experienced fisnermen to get me through my 
first attempt, and with all their help I enly caught 
two trees and a lily, besides hooking 
myself in the nostril and losing my eye-glasses in 
the hopelessly deep water. Even how, when such 
disasters do not occur, when I can skip the fly 
over the water at the end of what would formerly 
have seemed an incredibly long line: when I have 
arrived at the point of putting on my own live bait 
and taking off my own fish and breaking his back 
with my own hands, even ail this fails to make me 
quite at ease and comfortable in fishing. It always 
seems to me to be an unnecessary but painful fight 
between a 120-pound human being, provided with 
ali the tools and instruments of scientific warfare 
and a two-pound creature that has neither bands, 
feet, arms, legs, hoofs, horns nor sting with which 
to defend itseif, It doesn’t seem to me just fair. 
but then I'm a woman and perhaps I don’t know.

The works of the Union Ingp and Steel Company 
of Chicago, which failed three years ago and was 
subsequently reorganized by H. H. Porter, IL. C. 
Morse, G. U. Hillard, Robert Tracy and others, will 
be started up early in November. When the milla 
were closed 1,500 men were thrown out of employ- 
mont, The reorganized company wil! give work to 
2,500 men, and the starting of the mills will be the 
greatest boom in the iron industry which Chicago 
has seen for many years. The real estate of the 
company, which is at Bridgeport, is valued at
